To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  births  totalled  79 , an  increase  of  12,  but  the  birth  rate  was 
below  the  national  rate.  There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one 
year  old.  The  total  deaths  numbered  51 > compared  with  55  in  1964* 

37  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  There  were 
again  only  7 deaths  in  persons  under  55  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level, 
there  having  been  10  notifications  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diptheria  nor  of  Food  Poisoning.  There  were  3 cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  7 Measles.  One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred. 

The  matters  receiving  most  attention  during  the  year  were  Housing 
and  Food  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  encouraging. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  maintained 
and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support,  and  the  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  since 
I took  over  from  Dr.  Cathcart  in  July.

There  were  9 deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year  compared  with 
8 for  the  previous  year.  There  was  one  death  from  Lung  Cancer,  the 
same  figure  as  for  the  previous  year. 

HEART  DISEASE. 

Heart  Disease  was  responsible  for  27  deaths  compared  with  25 
in  1964*  Of  these,  12  were  males  and  15  were  females. 

PULMONARY  CAUSES. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  causes  compared  with

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  10  infectious  disease  notifications  were 
received  compared  with  16  notified  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  Food  Poisoning  notifications  received  and 
there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notifications  during  the  year  numbered  1 , 
the  same  figure  as  the  previous  year,  One  male  was  affected. 

Any  contacts  are  X-rayed  and  skin  tested  and  13-14  year  olds 
are  given  B.C.G.  Inoculations  when  necessary.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical  Practitioners 
for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  V/elfare  Clinic 
at  Penley.  Standard  practice  is  early  protection  beginning  at  three 
months  with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic,  in  addition  many  school 
children  are  given  booster  inoculations  in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years,

Good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  Polio  immunisation.  The  oral 
vaccine  is  now  used,  with  great  success.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

Once  again,  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to 
Housing  and  progress  is  being  maintained  with  the  repair  and  reconditioning 
of  properties 0 In  a rural  area  a great  problem  is  faced  with  unfit  houses 
and  unless  one  is  careful  the  character  of  villages  can  be  completely 
destroyed  by  the  process  of  demolition  of  unfit  properties  which  are 
replaced  with  Council  Houses.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  every  effort  is 
made  to  persuade  owners  to  carry  out  reconditioning  programmes. 

As  will  be  seen  from  my  report,  all  the  varied  aspects  of  the  environmental 
health  service  are  being  dealt  with, 

Dr.  A.  Car  he art  retired  in  July  and  I would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  his  help  and  encouragement  during  the  period  I worked 
with  him.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  D.  J.  Fraser  to  whom  I express  my 
sincere  thanks  for  his  valuable  assistance. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  .theesuppott 
received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  help  extended  to  me  by  the

REFUSE  COLLECTION . 

This  service  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
regular  collections  having  been  maintained,  and  despite  the  increasing 
number  of  houses  in  the  district  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  tip  at  Penley  and 
conditions  are  satisfactory.  Regular  surveys  are  carried  out  to  check 
any  possible  rat  infestation  and  during  the  summer  months  the  tip  is 
treated  with  dressing  to  prevent  any  fly  nuisance.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  two  factory  chimneys  in  the  District,  one  being  an 
aluminum  smelting  works  and  the  other  a brick  works.  Both  boiler 
plants  are  oil-fired.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  several 
oilfired  plants  at  schools  and  churches  and  at  the  Penley  Hospital 
there  are  three  sectional  boilers  which  are  coal  fired. 

There  were  no  nuisances  from  these  plants  during  the  year. 
CARAVANS. 

There  are  3 licensed  sites  in  the  District,  one  of  these  being 
a holiday  site  licensed  for  15  caravans  and  the  other  two  are  single 
residential  caravans.  The  Holiday  site  is  very  well  organised  and 
fulfills  a need  for  holiday  makers  travelling  through  the  District 
on  route  to  the  North  Wales  resorts,  who  wish  to  spend  a few  days  in 
this  area. 


All  sites  received  frequent  visits  and  all  are  satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  Bangor  Isycoed,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Wrexham  and 
East  Denbighshire  Water  Company.  There  are  also  a number  of  small 
private  supplies  in  the  area,  which  the  Council  try  to  take  over  as 
the  opportunity  arises. 

The  Council's  water  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation: 
whose  main  aqueduct  passes  through  the  District.  All  supplies  are 
regularly  tested  and  are  satisfactory. 

The  percentage  of  properties  in  the  District  provided  with  a 
piped  water  supply  was  increased  slightly  to  9 6.5/^«  We  have  now  reached 
the  hardcore  of  isolated  properties  and  future  increases  in  percentage  of 
supply  will  inevitably  be  muchsLower,  although  this  will  be  counteracted 
to  a degree  by  the  fact  that  a number  of  these  properties  are  scheduled 
for  action  under  the  Housing  Act.

SEV7SRAGE  AND  SEAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Overton  scheme  has  not  yet  commenced  and  it  is  now  anticipated 
that  work  will  start  early  in  1967. 

One  again  I feel  I must  emphasise  the  urgent  and  growing  need  for 
main  drainage  schemes  in  the  smaller  villages  in  the  District.  As 
development  increases  and  more  applications  are  received  for  Discretionary 
and  Standard  Grants,  the  problem cf  providing  satisfactory  drainage  is  becoming 
exceedingly  difficult.  Certain  areas  are  unsuitable  for  septic  tank 
drainage  due  to  outcropping  of  clay  and  as  a result  of  this,  house  owners 
find  that  tanks  are  not  operating  satisfactorily,  and  make  illegal 
discharges  into  the  nearest  ditch.  More  and  more  time  is  being  taken  up 
investigating  complaints  of  polluted  ditches  and  advising  people  on  the 
best  methods  of  disposal.  I would  ask  the  Council  to  seriously  consider

HOUSING. 


The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  the  Parkside  Estate, 
in  Overton,  and  this  has  meant  that  the  five  year  Slum  Clearance  programme 
for  the  parish  has  been  completed. 

Negotiations  have  commenced  to  obtain  land  in  Bangor,  Hanmer,  and 
Wortbenbury  and  when  these  estates  are  completed,  a substantial  part  of 
our  Slum  Clearance  programme  will  have  been  completed. 

Quite  a number  of  individual  unfit  houses  have  been  salvaged  by 
reconditioning  with  the  aid  of  grants  and  loans  from  the  Council,  and  this 
policy  of  encouraging  and  persuading  owners  to  carry  out  these  works  appears 
to  be  well  worthwhile,  although  a large  amount  of  time  is  taken  up  in 
interviewing  and  advising  owners. 

No  Improvement  Areas  have  as  yet  been  declared.  It  was  considered 
during  the  year  to  recommend  the  making  of  such  an  area  in  Bangor,  but 
the  response  of  owners  has  been  most  gratifying  since  the  sewerage  scheme 
was  completed  and  it  was  felt  that  compulsion  at  the  present  stage  ?;as 
unnecessary. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grant 
applications  during  the  year.  There  were  two  more  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  but  6 fewer  applications  for  Standard  Grants  than  last 
year.  The  position  however  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory  as  the 
total  number  of  applications  approved  to  date  is  125  Standard  and  69 
Discretionary  Grants.  This  Isa  percentage  of  13.C  fo.

Four  of  the  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  also  examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  with 
negative  results. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Bruce], la  Abortus  was  reported  in  a herd 
• in"  Willington  Parish.  The  farmer  in  question  ran  a small  retail  round 
and  a dairy  in  Malpas,  in  Tarvin  R.  D.  C.  and  a large  proportion  of  his 
sales  consisted  of  raw  T.  T.  milk.  Immediately  on  receipt  of  this 
information  group  samples  were  taken  from  the  herd  and  subsequently 
individual  samples,  38  samples  were  taken  and  ultimately  four  infected 
animals  were  identified.  A notice  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations  1959  had  been  served  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  untreated  milk  and  the  farmer  complied  with  this 
Order,  Subsequently  he  sold  his  retail  business  and  all  milk  from  his 
herd  now  goes  for  heat  treatment. 

The  unsatisfactory  aspect  of  this  incident  is  that  we  had  no  powers 
to  compel  the  farmer  to  remove  the  infected  animals  from  the  herd  and  even 
if  he  had  done  so  there  is  no  guarantee  fce  same  animals  would  not  have 
re-appeared  in  another  herd  in  the  District  and  the  same  proceedure  gone 
through  once  again, 

I would  bike  to  thank  Mr.  Lewis,  the  County  Health  Officer,  for 
ready iand  willing  assistance  in  dealing  with  this  outbreak.
